Prince Ferdinand lay at the point of 
death for a time, then slowly recov- 
ered. When able to travel he was tak- 
en back to Munich, where he eventu- 
ally regained his lost strength. 

There were at that time strained con- 
ditions among the German states, Ba- 
varia and several other principalities 
in the eastern portion of Germany 
were chafing under certain breaches of 
treaty by the king of Prussia, who 
headed a coalition of the more western 
sovereigns, among whom was the 
Grand Duke of Meklin-Swinitz, The 
king of Bavaria, incensed at what he 
conceived in the serious wounding of 
Prince Ferdinand by the crown prince 
of Meklin-Swinitz to be an insult offer- 
ed to a guest, broke off negotiations 
that were pending and declared war 
against the grand duke. This involved 
all the powers concerned in the exist- 
ing status and precipitated a general 
conflict. 

Prince Ferdinand took a prominent 
part in the conflict, in which the east- 
ern principalities in time conquered 
a peace. When the capital of the 
grand duchy of Meklin-Swinitz lay at 
the mercy of the opposition allies the 
sovereign sent his most skillful diplo- 
mat to discover on what terms they 
would evacuate his territory. The am- 
bassudor found himself compelled to 
treat with the king of Bavaria.

The crown prince, who 
had been so important a part in the 
cause of the war at this stage, was 
not even consulted. Nevertheless he 
was bitterly moved at having to give 
up a woman he loved. 

It was expected by those who knew 
best that the announcement that @ 
treaty of peace had been signed would 
be simultaneous with an announce- 
ment of a betrothal between Prince 
Ferdinand and the Princess Maria, 
Such was not the case. There could 
be no objection on the part of the 
king of Prussia to transfer his niece 
from one prince to another, But no 
formal application was made. The

Rocking Horses Are Now Used to! 


Teach “Rookies” How to Stay On,

Civilians who saw it first rubbed!)

It was a great, shiny brown horse, 
wooden, expressionless, lethargic. Its 
tail was turned towards the driver. 
Its head stuck out over the tailboard 

| of the wagon, its neck craned forward | 

as if it were peering towards the War 
| Office down Whitehall, more in sor- 
| row than anger at its ludicrous | 
position. 

The soldier driver paid no attention 
to the looks of surprise—or the smiles, 
He knew he was on War Office ser- 
vice, and that the rocking-horse was | 
one of the new type introduced into 
cavalry regiments to teach recruits to 
ride! Think of it, a rocking-horse for 
recruits! 

The first rocking-horse for the army 
is stationed in the ¢iding school of 
the Royal Horse Artillery at Wool- 
wich, and others have been made for 
the use of the 16th Lancers, and any . 
cavalry remiments at home or abroad } 
which may need them. 

The military authorities, although 
proud of their rocking-horse, do not 
apparently desire undue publicity for 
it at present 

A press representative who went 
down to Woolwich Barracks received 
unofficially a description of the rock- 
ing-horse from one who has had the 
privilege of riding on it with other, 
puzzled recruits. 

The mechanical steed is a wooden 
horse with an astonishing tail. It is 
painted brown, and mounted on 
swinging rails, which give a gentle 
rocking motion with perfect safety. 

Not the least remarkable feature of 
the horse is the neck, which is artful. 
ly jointed and held by indiarubber in 
a warlike attitude. The recruit leaps 
into the saddle and pulls at the reins, 
while the riding instructor rocks the 
animal to and fro with his foot. 

The novice drags at the reins, 
stretches the indiarubber neck: liga- 


in 


ments, and the rocking-horse lets 
down his head in a fashion which 
surprises the young recruit, and 


causes him to cling to the saddle in- 
stinctively. 

This is the simple contrivance—of 
which Napoleon never thought — on 
which the ‘Death or Glory’ boys of 
the future are to be trained. The 
rocking-horses are being made at 
Woolwich by an ingenious non-com- 
missioned officer. They are quite 
cheap. 

The merits claimed for the rocking- 
horses are: 

They teach the recruit the elements 
of riding without frightening him. 

He learns to keep a good seat. 

He swings backwards and forwards 
and enjoys useful equestrian exercise 
without any risk.

In that catastrophe he lost all 
his belongings, but he resumed busi- 
ness with another Scot who had been 
more fortunate. A sharp illness con- 
sequent on the hardships suffered was 
overcome, but a recurrence of the 
trouble resulted in his death.
